But what is 
a man?

Editor, Torrance Herald:
Your newspaper seems to 

be very interested in the edu­ 
cational processes now in use 
in California, and for this 
reason I feel you and your 
readers should be alerted to 
a recent appointment by the 
Board of Regents of UCLA.

It was with grave concern 
that I read they were prepar­ 
ing to install July 1, 1957, 
Dr. Howard Wilson as Uean 
of the School of Education.

Dr. Wilson's record con­ 
tains vital information that 
all parents are entitled to 
know, for as Dean of Educa­ 
tion, he will be in a strategic 
position in the training pro­ 
gram of teachers who later 
will take their places in our 
public schools.

Dr. Wilson's contribution 
to the philosophy of "One 
World" government can be 
noted wilh alarm. He was on 
the Preparatory Staff of 
UNESCO, the largest one- 
world propaganda instrument 
in the United Slates, accord­ 
ing to the National American 
Legion and other patriotic or­ 
ganizations. He was employ­ 
ed in the Slate Department 
at the time Alger Hiss was 
directing the formulation of 
the United Nations and 
UNESCO. He was promoted 
one month after Alger Hiss 
became president of the Car­ 
negie Endowment for Inter­ 
national Peace. Hiss signed 
the forward, telling of Dr. 
Wilson's work in UNESCO 
anij on the Stuff of the Cur- 
ncgie Endowment for Inter­ 
national Peace in a pamphlet 
w r i 11 e n by Wilson titled 
"UNESCO 1947-1948."

The National Council of 
American-Soviet Friends h i p 
was fortunate enough to have 
him participate in their Edu­ 
cational Conferences (See 
"Testimony of Walter S. 
Steele regarding Communist 
Activity in the United States" 
  July 21, 1947, Pages 64 and 
651, two years after it had 
bi't'ii cited as subversive (sec 
Guide' to Suhvi-r.sivr Organ- 
i/.alions and I'ulil ica I i on s 
House Un-American Activity 
Committee, Page 44). His 
name appeared as a sponsor 
on the letterhead of the 
Massachusetls Council of 
American Soviet-Friendship,

He is prominently mention­ 
ed in the Tenth. Eleventh 
and Twelfth California Sen­ 
ate Investigating Reports on 
Education. The Eleventh re­ 
port reference is titled "An 
Al tempt to. Delete American­ 
ism from History Books."

Last year His Eminence 
James Francis Cardinal Me- 
Intyre made a series of 
speeches warning about the 
intended 1 control of private 
and religious schools contain­ 
ed in a National Education 
Assn. report, "Future of 
America". Serving as Secre­ 
tary on the policy committee 
which released this report 
was Dr. Wilson.

Miss Florence Fowler Ly­ 
ons, the patriotic American 
who alerted this nation to the 
dangers of one-world propa­ 
ganda through UNESCO, has 
written five newspaper col­ 
umns on the background of 
Dr. Wilson and has 'six legal 
size pages, single spaced, 
which document this educa­ 
tor's past performance. *

All patriotic Americans 
should be outraged at the 
proposal that this man train 
young teachers. What train­ 
ing in social studies will these 
teachers receive? Will they 
learn to teach American his­ 
tory as we know it? All par­ 
ents should write the Board 
of Regents and protest this 
appointment   "The Price of 
Liberty is Eternal Vigilance" 
-^ 'Thomas Jefferson".

virtue and merit for her own 
wherever found   among 
slaves, strangers, enemies or 
barbarians."

American citizenship is an 
office which carries power, 
privilege, and duties. Only 
citizens can do certain things 
 for example, teach in many 
schools and colleges, become 
lawyers, hold certain political 
or civil service offices.

You are a citizen if natural­ 
ized or born in the United 
Stales (subject to its juris­ 
diction); and In certain cir­ 
cumstance* if born outside 
the United States to parents

of whom one or both are 
American citizens.

As in ancient Greece, citi­ 
zenship in most lands comes 
through blood; but American 
citizenship comes chiefly by 
place where you were born.

(So dig out your birth cer­ 
tificates or naturalization 
papers if you can find them, 
and put them away safely; 
you may need them for many 
reasons, for example, to 
travel in foreign lands under 
U.S. protection.)

The 14th Amendment holds 
that place of birth fixes na­ 
tive citizenship all persons 
born in the United States. 
Your birth in this country 
automatically makes you a 
citizen unless you are not 
subject to U.S. jurisdiction, as 
is the case with diplomats' 
families and certain travelers.

In 1898 Chinese parents f fc 
who themselves could then 
not become citizens, became 
parents in San Francisco of 
a son, Wong Kirn Ark. Years 
later this fact settled the 
whole thing for the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court he was a citi­ 
zen. Nothing else mattered: 
not his parentage nor, blood, 
nor his race, color, creed or 
ancestry.

Not all American Indians 
used to be citizens -- only 
those whose tribal treaties 
with the federal government 
Included citizenship. But in 
1924 Congress made all 
American Indians, no matter 
what tribes, United States 
citizens.
